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Cabinet Sets 
Int'l Account 
Net Goal at 
$150 Million 


The Government yesterday 
established Japan’s economic 
goal for the next fiscal year 1958 
beginning April 1 and the basic 
stand it will take to operate the 
national economic activities for 
that target. 

The economic goal and stand, 
approved by the Cabinet yester- 
day morning, first of all, called 
for attainment of a “favorable 
international payment balance 
of $150 million net” as the basic 
requisite for a _ well-stabilized 
long-range national economic 
growth. 

Secondly, a net rise of 3 per 
cent in the nation’s economic 
growth was set to meet in- 
creasing economic demands, al- 
‘though the need of restraint on 
economic development was ad- 
mitted after an “excessive” ex- 
pansion seen through fiscal 
1956 and -1957. 


Every effort was sought to in- 
crease exports to the minimum 
level of $3,150 million despite 
foreseeable difficulties in view 
of the prevailing world economy 
and other circumstances. 

As for national economic acti- 
vity, a policy to minimize do- 
mestic demands was underlined 
in the interest of increased ex- 
ports. Any increase in Govern- 
ment fiscal demands will be 
avoided wherever possible. Con- 
sumer demands will be dis- 
couraged, and increased capital 
accumulation and industrial 
money supply will be assured 
on the basis of stabilization of 
the currency value. 


_ Private industrial investments 
will be- made more efficient 
through concentration of money 
on only the key industrial 
branches. Focussing of all eco- 
nomic efforts on urgent. fields 
will be combined with efforts 
to minimize a possible trans- 
itionary friction in respect to 
employment, — 


The Cabinet also gave formal 
approval to the Government’s 
long-range economic pian, 
which seeks an export goal of 
some .$4,700 million in fiscal 
1962. 

The program is to be launch- 
ed from the next fiscal year, to 
run for five years. 

Under the five-year plan, 5 
million more persons, would be 
employed in fiscal 1962 compar- 
ed with fiscal 1956 and the stand- 
ard of consumption per capita 
would rise by 38 per cent, 


» Exports would also increase 
by 82 per cent during the period, 
according to the Government 
program, 

The program anticipated a 60 


per cent increase in fiscal 1962;

LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter)—A 
dominant trend in Tuesday's 
British press comment on the 
current NATO conference Was 
that it should remain alert to 
the possibility of creating 4 
basis for negotiation with Rus- 
sia and for the development of 
peaceful conditions. 


The Yorkshire Post praised 
the attitude taken by Dr. Kon- 
rad Adenauer, the West German 
Chancellor, saying: “His appeal 
for more activity, more imagl- 
nation and more vitality from 
the West in these fields will be 
widely echoed in this country.”

NEW YORK (Kyodo-Reuter)

The New York Times said: 
“The primary issue before the 
meeting is, of course, how to 
make the strength of the Free 
World most effective.” 

The New York Herald Tribune 
said the tendency at Paris ap- 
peared to be first to have an- 
other attempt at negotiations 
with the Soviet Union before 
any new agreements on mis- 
sile bases were reached. 

President Eisenhower, Herald 
Tribune said, had delivered his 
speech well, but the “speech 
itself contained little to fire 
the imagination of anyone.”

After the talk, Zoli 
told newsmen he had “very in- 
creased optimism” that the 
summit talks would be success- 
ful, 

He said there had not been 
even one point of disagreement 
between them during the brief 
meeting at the U.S. Embassy 
residence. But Zoli admitted

Sendai Mayor 
Election Void 


The Supreme Court yesterday 
ruled a mayoralty election held 
in Sendai early in 1955 null and 
void. 


As a result, another election 
will be held within 50 days 
after all parties have teceived 
formal notice of the Supreme 
Court decision. 


The court rejected a request 
by Eisho icant i, who was elec- 
ted mayor in the election in 
April 1955, that it set aside the 
decision of the Miyazaki Prefec- 
tural Election Management Com- 
mittee nullifying the election. 

The committee earlier accept- 


ed a complaint by Takeshi Shi- 
mano, Who was a runner-up in 


‘ the election, that 906 absentee 


votes were cast illegally as a 
result of loose management of 
the election. 


In the controversial election, 
Okazaki, a conservative candi- 
date, garnered 64,645—a victory 
margin of 559 over Shimano, 
who was backed by reformist 
forces. 


Shimano first complained to 
the Municipal Election Manage- 
ment Committee, but was turn- 
ed down. He then successfully 
appealed to the prefectural 
election management commit- 
tee. 

Okazaki then filed a suit with 
the Sendai Higher Court for 
nullification of the committee’s 
decision. But the court upheld 
the committee’s action. Oka- 
zaki then appealed to the 
Supreme Court.

Police Squad Will 
Handle Foreigners 


The Tokyo Metropolitan Police 
has established a special section 
that will exclusively handle 
cases involving foreign — resi- 
~— in Japan. 

A spokesman said the police 
had found it necessary to set 
up the section due to a recent 
increase in offenses committed 
by foreigners, including about 
606,000 Koreans and Chinese. 

The section, which is headed 
by Taichi Okubo, police inspec- 
tor attached to the third inves- 
tigation department, is named 
the Special Investigation Squad. 

Metropolitan police said that 
policemen with knowledge of 
foreign languages have been as- 
signed to the squad, 

Offenses involving foreigners, 
police said, recently reached a 
peak average of more than 3009 
per month, These included 160 
cases of theft; 85.cases of inflict- 
ing injuries and accidental kill- 
ings; 30 cases of fraud, and some 
cases of Foreign Exchange Law 
violation and tax evasion. 

Police said there had been 49 
eases of blackmarket dollar 
dealings this year—an increase 
of 50 per vent. 

Meanwhile, police noted a 
“notable” decrease in offenses 
by U.S. Security Forces person- 
nel. They added, however, that 
the rate of arrests of suspects 
has markedly increased thanks 
to cooperation extended to Japa- 
nese police by Security Forces 
authorities.

The forged banknote, cleverly 
imitated but lacking the water- 
mark, was the second found in 
circulation in Tokyo this year 
and the fifteenth in Japan.

YB-423733B, it is believed to be 
of the same make as the one 
found Oct, 18 at the Tsukishima 
branch of the Sanwa Bank,

Animal Talk 


By ALAN ZAMN VMD 
Distemper in Dogs 

The current flu epidemic 
(which is reported to be on the 
wane) has occupied the largest 
portion of the newsprint in the 
past two months. However, 
nothing has been said, that ! 
have noticed, in the newspapers 
about the annual scourge of the 


‘canine world; namely, distem- 
per. 


I have mentioned distemper 
before in these columns but |! 
believe it worth mentioning 
again for the simple reason that 
it still is listed as the No. 1 kill 
er of dogs throughout the wor!d 
and we are now on the verge 


of our annual epidemic which 


will run right through into 


spring time. 


Many diseases in man have 
been brought under control with 
the discovery of new diagnostic 
tests, wonder drugs and the 
like. It is also worthwhile to 
mention than many animal dis« 
eases have likewise been con- 
trolled and, in some cases, eli- 
minated in the light of contem- 
porary scientific research and 
knowledge. 

For that reason it is amazing, 
startling and revealing to realize 
that in spite of all these ad- 
vances the mortality of dogs, 
once infected with the distemp- 
er virus, still remains at the 
same figure as 15 years ag¢ 
which was and is approximately 
50 per cent, 


The development of the new 
distemper vaccines has added 
vastly to the prevention of the 
('sease and for the most part 
is considered the practical, safe 
and best way to prevent dis 
temper from occurring. 


Therefore, in spite of an in- 
crease in the canine population 
of the world we are better able 
to prevent the disease from even 
starting by the use of accepted 
and recognized vaccination pro- 
cedures. This is the preventive 
medicine phase of it. 


Once your dog gets distemper 
it is important to recognize the 
early stages and assistance 
given if they are to stand an 
even chance of recovering. How- 
ever, the early stages of the 
disease are recognized with diffi- 
culty. Even your veterinarian 
cannot always clinically recog- 
nize early or incipient cases 
without the use of complicated 
laboratory diagnostic tests. 


Distemper is not limited, as 
is erroneously thought, to dogs 
under two years of ‘age, 
although this age group is the 
one most commonly affected. 
We have had not a few cases 
occurring in Slogs as old as 7 
and 8 years of age and in rare 
cases even I12-year-old dogs 
have been known to be infect- 
ed under unusual  circum- 
stances. 


In our next column we shall 
tell you how you, as the owner, 
may possibly recognize the 
disease when it starts.

Polished Playing of Barylli Quartet 


Musicality and integrity, as 
well as beautifully polished per- 
formances, were the distinguish- 
ing attributes of the Bary 
String Quartet’s first program

Their 
consummate musicianship re- 
sulted in definitive interpreta- 
tions of quartets by Haydn, Bee- 
thoven, and Schubert, which in 
addition with those of Mozart, 
seem to be the staples of their 
programs. 
*The evening was a feast for 
musical epicures. Not only 
was the music of high quality 
(though one is bound to note 
parenthetically that the three 
quartets, Haydn’s G major, No, 
1 of Op. 76, Beethoven's A 
major, No. 5 of Op. 18, and 
Schubert’s A minor, Op. 29, are 
not frequently encountered on 
“popular” programs) but these 
numbers gave great pleasure 
also through their very 
juxtaposition on this program. 

To the attentive listener they 
afforded a delightful lesson in 
the early history of the string 
quartet medium; here was an 
unobtrusive demonstration of 
the affinity to Mozart, and of 
the later evolution, down to 
the last detail, of the essential 
characteristics of the three 
composers represented on the 
program. 

The Barylii players take great 
pains to achieve stylistic au- 
thenticity. The Haydn, which 
opened the program, perhaps 
better than any other work re- 
vealed the range of the en- 
semble’s unanimity, its verve 
and elegance, as well as the ly- 
rical quality of its playing. The 
insistence on purity, perhaps on 
overrefinement may have seem- 
ed excessive to some listeners. 
But there was no loss of poetry 
and vitality. 

The Barylli ensemble con- 
centrates on smoothness of 
phrasing and expressive finesse, 
but with sufficient pulse to pro- 
ject the essential music in each 
case, The tone of the four 
instruments is warm and well- 
balanced; the ensemble is finely 
integrated and each player 
perfectly coordinated, with each 
instrumentalist sensitive to his 
treatment of rhythmic inflec- 
tions and responsive to the 
musical phrase in hand. 

Such free treatment and 
flexibility of rhythm and piyrase 
may not be to everyone’s ‘ 
in string quartet playing, yet 
there is no doubt that on this 
occasion such qualities con- 
tributed to incisive rform- 
ances anc. playing of the high- 
est class. 

With such flexibility and over- 
all shaping, Mr. Barylli and his 
colleagues gave us a poised read- 


ing of the Beethoven quartet. 
where, especially in the third 
movement, one had ample op- 
portunities to admire the many 
felicities in the delineation of 
the variations and in the stress 
on the melodic line over the 
purely decorative one. 

Similar musicianly attributes 
were brought to the playing of 
the Schubert quartet. Warmth, 
both of tone and expression, 
made this an enjoyable experi- 
ence. 


All in all, the Barvilli String 
Quartet contributed to our de 
lectation with its fluent, sensi- 
tive, and dependable ensemble 
playing, its warm-toned expres- 
sive performances of the master- 
works of its homeland, and, 
above all, with the high stand- 
ards of its musicianly attain- 
ment. Truly, these Viennese in- 
strumentalists brought us an 
evening of civilized music-mak- 


Johannes Brahms’ ‘charming 
but light-welght “Liebeslieder” 
Waltzes (rendered with some 
spirit by the Tokyo Broad- 
casting Chorus) and Richard 
Strauss’ craggy “Alpine” Sym- 
phony were Wilhelm Loibner’s 
mainstays for the NHK Sym- 
phony Orchestra’s  subscrip- 
tion concerts last week in 
Hibiya Hall. 

The Strauss opus has been 
called “a Baedecker in tones.” 
The composer himself did not 
think of it in much more com- 
plimentary terms when he 
referred to it as “a cow giving 
milk.” The work calls for a 
typically oversized Strauss 
orchestra, including 20 horns, 
six trumpets, and six trombones, 
in addition to a wind machine 
and a thunder machine. These 
circumstances once stimulated 
a lady concert-goer, who signed 
her name Aurora Donnerwetter, 
to inquire, in a letter to a 
Berlin musical journal, whether 
she shouldn't bring an umbrella 
to the performance for protec- 
tion. Another wag simply 
Suggested the use of sun 
glasses. 

This “Alpine” symphony. 
which was composed in 1915, 
now rarely appears in concert 
programs, for reasons not sole- 
ly due to the extraordinary in- 
strumental requirements. One 
should, therefore, thank Mr. 
Loibner not only for the op- 
portunity (once in a lifetime) 
of letting us hear this “music,” 
but also for eliciting from the 
NHK instrumentalists a high- 
sounding performance of this 
sprawling composition. He avoid- 
ed the bombast of its old-fashion- 
ed idiom, which is so shKame- 
lessly meretricious that in a 
less kindly performance the 
hard labor involved might be- 
come laughable instead of laud- 
able. 

The cello soloist, Yasushi Ho- 
rie, found too many sharp es- 
carpments that -threatened his 
climb in the Haydn D major 
Concerto on this same program.

Another Yankee pitcher, right- 
hander Tom.Sturdivant, finished 
runner-up to Shantz with an 
earned run mark of 2.54. Stur- 
divant won 16 games and losi 
only six to tie Dick Donovan 
of the White Sox for the best 
won-lost percentage. Both had 
marks of .727. 


Apart from Shantz and Stur- 
divam, only four other pitchers 
who worked at least 154 innings 
checked in with earned run 
marks of better than 3.00. They 


were Jim Bunning of Detroit, 
2.70; Bob Turley of the Yankees, 


2.71; Bob Sullivan of the Red 
Sox, 2.73, and Donovan, 2.77. 

Bunning, with a won-lost slate 
of 20-8, and southpaw Billy 
Pierce, with a 20-12 record, were 
the circuit’s only 20-game’ win- 
ners. 

Earl Wynn, recently traded 
by the Indians to the White Sox, 
fell from the 20-game circle with 
a 14-17 record, but captured the 
strikeout title by fanning 184 
batters.

Imitation Camphor Said 
Put on Sale in Italy 


Imitation Japanese camphor 
is reported being sold in Italy, 
dealing a serious blow. to ex- 
ports to that country of the 
genuine Japanese product. 

Three different types of syn- 
thetie camphor are allegedly hbe- 
ing put on the market with fac- 
sirniles of Japanese labels or 
otherwise market to appear like 
Japan-made products. 

The Japan Monopoly Corpora- 
tion, which was notified recent- 
ly “on the imitation camphor, 
plans to lodge a protest with the 
Italian Government on the mat- 
ter through the Foreign Office. 

The product being imitated 
was found to be the Asahi 
brand camphor, made by the 
Nippon Camphor Co. of Kobe 
ond with a reputation interna- 
tionally for being a natural re- 
fined camphor. 

The firm had been exporting 
between 180,000 to 260,000 
pounds of the product, valued 
at ¥35 million to ¥52 million, 
annually to Italy, the chief 
purchaser of Japanese camphor. 

Orders from that country, 


however, have dropped sharply 


| by nearly 60 per cent this year. 


Surprised over the sudden 
decrease, the Monopoly Corpora- 
tion conducted an investigation 
and found that the cause was 
the influx of large quantities 
of Italian copies o:1 the Japa- 
nese prodact, 

According to a report received 
from the Nippon Camphor Co, 
agent in Italy, three different 
imitations of the Japanese 
camphor are being sold in that 
country, mostly in Milan and 
Genoa. 


Moreover, the agent reported 
that the imitations are not 
naturally-refined camphor but 
synthetic camphor. 

One imitation, it is alleged, 
bears the same lettering and 
Seals as the Japanese original 
while the other two have the 


words “Made in Japan” or 
“Japanese” printed on _ their 
labels. 


The agent for the Nippon 
Camphor Co. sent samples of 
the imitation brands.

The Government, it said, will 
place emphasis on the following 
steps in implementing the pian: 

1. Achieve export goals as 
this is the key to success of the 
plan. 

2. Strengthen and expand 
basic divisions of the nationai 
economy, particularly the trans- 
portation division through 
modernization of roads. 

3. Step up capital accumula- 
tion and secure fund supply to 
basic divisions of economy. 

4. Promote science and tech- 
nology. 

5. Increase agricultural pro- 
ductivity and help strengthen 
smaller enterprises. 

The statement said the .Gov- 
ernment gould make an annual 
report to the people on the pro- 
gress of the long-range economic 
plan. 

The Government urged pri- 
vate enterprises and the people 
in general to endeavor spontane- 
ously for expansion of the na- 
tional economy, as success of 
the long-term plan depends on 
the combined effort among the 


Government, private enterprises 
and the people. 
Meanwhile, the anticipated 


payment excess in Japan’s inter- 
national account in fiscal 1957 
will be restricted to some $240 
million, the Economic Planning 
Agency figured in its outlook 
of the nation’s economy in 
fiscal 1957 and 1958, reported 
to the Cabinet yesterday. 

The agency based this favor- 
able estimate on a steady im- 
provement of the external ac- 
count balance since it sank to 
a deplorable situation last May 
and June. ;

Paraguay Requires 
Ships to Be Built 


Otoshiro Kuroda, Japanese 
minister to Paraguay, said Mon- 
day the South American 
country hoped for Japanese 
cooperation in the construction 
of - ships. ; 

Kuroda returned to Japan 
Monday for consultations with 
the Government on the exten- 
sion of shipbuilding aid to 
Paraguay and also on Japanese 
emigration to that country. 

At a press conference held 
in the afternoon, he said 
Paraguay, because of its lack 
of shipping, had to use Argen- 
tine and other foreign vessels 
for the transportation of agri- 
cultural products. 

This involved the payment 
of a large amount of foreign 
Currency by Paraguay as 
freightage. ; 

To Conserve such currency, 
the envoy said, Paraguay hoped 
to build eight 1,000-ton class 
ships, one refrigeration ship 
and one repair dock by means 
of a loan of around $12 million. 

He said Paraguay wanted to 
have the loan repayable in a 
seven-year period with a defer- 
ment period of three years. If 
possible, it would allow the 
emigration of 150,000 Japanese 
to that country in a 30-year 
period at an annual rate of 
5,000 persons in return for the 
loan, 

He believed that a joint Japan- 
Paraguay committee would be 
created following the signing of 
the agreement to select the sites 
where the Japanese would be 
settled. 


Bank of England 
Head Testifies 


LONDON {AP)—The gover- 
nor of the Bank of England 
said Monday he had no evidence 
that advance news leaked out 
of the bank’s intention to raise 
intrest rates from 5 to 7 per cent 
last September.

Cobbold, was testifying at the 
ninth hearing of a tribunal in- 
vestigating whether there was 
such a leak—and whether any- 
one cashed in on it.

. As the year draws to a close, it is with a sense of 
frustration that we look back to see that once again Japan’s 
relations with the Republic of Korea have become no better. 
From current indications, in fact, they may even be getting 


worse.. 


In many ways 1957 was one of Japan’s best years on 


the diplomatic front. “It won election to the United Nations 
Security Council; it negotiated a commerce and navigation 
treaty with Australia providing for most-favored-nation 
treatment; it achieved the basis for a reparations agreement 


with Indonesia; it even got a 
without much fuss. 


trade agreement with Russia 


And, perhaps more significant than these specific ac- 
complishments, we believe we can detect some advance 
in Japan’s international friendships. There has developed 
a growing tendency among the nations we unforgettably 
wronged in the last war to accept Japan as it is today and 


to work with us. 


For this we are most grateful. 


But relations with Seoul haven’t moved a jot, and 
they haven’t moved since the two countries began negotiat- 


ing in 1952, 


In just the past few days we have seen the failure of a 
most hopeful attempt to settle at least one issue between 
us—the release and repatriation of prisoners—and indica- 
tions that another—the Rhee Line—will be intensified, 
From our viewpoint these are not related. The first is 
strictly a humanitarian question and the second is politi- 
eal, However, these and other issues are related in a psy- 
chological sense, for the solution of any one of them 
would go far in drawing the poison out of the atmosphere. 

Going back to last June, there was a brief time when 
it seemed we were very close to a break-through. That was 
just before Prime Minister Kishi left on his trip to the 
United States. But everything fell through when the 
Seoul Government repudiated the understanding that had 
been reached in Tokyo talks on a separate prisoner ex- 


ehange. RS | 


Liast week a new; hopeful note was interjected when 
the International Red Cross offered its good services for 
mediation. This independent, nonpartisan organization criti- 
Gized any attempt—anywhere—to make prisoners a political 


issue. 


It offered to supervise the release and repatriation 


of the 952 Japanese fishermen in Pusan and the 1,670 Ko- 
rean deportees in Hamamatsu and Omura. 


But South Korea rejected the IRC offer. 


Foreign 


Minister Cho Chung Whan said “It is essentially a political 


matter.” 


Such-a statement is tantamount to admission that 
Seoul is holding the Japanese fishermen—most of whom 
have served their sentences for violating the Rhee Line— 


as political hostages. There 


is no other possible inter- 


pretation. As for the Koreans being held here, Japan is 
more than willing to send them back to their homeland 
—as soon as their Government permits. 

In dealing with Japan, two other countries have used 
prisoners as pawns in a political game, that is, condition- 
ing their release on Japan’s acceptance of certain other de- 


mands. 


They are Russia and Communist China. 


We will always hold admiration for the staunch fight 
the South Koreans put up against Communist aggression, 
but it leaves us bewildered and sad to see their Govern- 
ment apply the same inhuman tactics as their enemies. 

+ Japan and Korea should and could be good friends. As 
much as we want to see our political problems solved, we 
cannot understand what they have to do with the unfor- 
tunate individuals awaiting repatriation to their homelands. 
Even armies in battle exchange their prisoners. : 

- But we are not doing battle with Korea, nor do we in- 
tend to; not even a battle of words. We are only setting 
down the facts as they appear to us—and also to the Inter- 
national Red Cross, which is concerned solely with the 
condition and fate of human beings. 

What is the major concern of the Seoul Government 
may we ask? Presumably, of course, it is the welfare of all 
‘its citizens. From this standpoint it may be argued that 


the fate of a handful of prisoners can be left 
‘is for the benefit of the whole nation, 


pending if it 


We submit, however, that no ‘one is benefiting, least of 
all the Korean people, from the artificial barriers separating 


Korea and Japan.

; Open Coastlines of Japan 


Inadequate Patrol Leads to Smuggling of Goods and Red Agents 


Police investigators recently 


¥ uncovered two rings of Koreans 


and Japanese engaged in 
operation of clandestine traffic 
between Japan and North Ko- 


rea. 

According to the police, they 
are not only smuggling goods 
but Communist agents who are 
infiltrating Japan from the con- 
tinent. 

The police questioned two 
Communists highly placed in 
the party hierarchy on suspicion 
that they came back in July 
from. North Korea on a boat 
operated by one of the two 
groups, 

Claiming the right to refuse 
testimony, the Communists 
chose to leave the police guess- 
ing. It remains to be seen yet 
how the police will corroborate 
a skipper’s testimony that they 
were his passengers, : 

AS a matter of fact, there 
are many other groups engaged 
in illicit traffic between Japan 
and North Korea. The recent 
news on the two groups show 


that the police became con- 


fident enough to establish the 
guilt of at least these two. But 
they are also Keeping an eye 
on other groups. 

14 Arrested 

In the first ring 14 persons in- 
cluding Kim Hai Sun, director 
of the Taiyo Trading Co.,: and 
Chin Tong Sik, former leader 
of the leftist General Fedération 
of Korean Residents in Japan, 
were arrested on suspicion of 
organizing at least three secret 
voyages. 

According to the police, Chin 
bought the 19-ton Seitoku Maru 
in the autumn of 1955 for the 
purpose of smuggling out goods 
and personnel to North Korea, 
But they did not carry out the 
voyage as the police got wind 
of their plan. 

In December of the same 
year, they changed the name of 
the ship to the Otake Maru No. 
3 and Kim with several of his 
underlings used the ship in a 
successful trip to North Korea. 

The police further retraced 
their surreptitious activities 
and found that in January 
1956, they established the Taiyo 
Trading Co. as a cover to their 
activities. The company took 
advantage of a legally obtained 
export validation to smuggle 
goods and some 30 Communist 
agents. 

Another -ship, the eight-ton 
Marumi Maru was bought in 
January and used for another 
trip to North Korea. The 
police said Chin and his col- 
Jaborators sailed from a fishing 
port in Tottori Prefecture on 
the night of Jan. 17, returning 
before the end of February. 


Two Reds Return 


The police believe that the 
two Communists, Satomi Haka- 
mada and Kenji Kawata, came 
back to Japan aboard the 17- 
ton Eigyo Maru, which belongs 
to the ring allegedly master- 
minded by Chin. 

Kozo Ohtsu, 29-year-old skip- 
per of the ship, who was ar- 
rested on Noy. 14 in Shimono 
seki, Yamaguchi Prefecture, 
told the police that the two 
Communists arrived at Kazumi, 
Hyogo Prefecture on July 15. 
However, they denied their ever 
having any acquaintance wit

however, punishes exit from 
Japan without “due authoriza- 
tion. If the two Communists 
left Japan after Nov. 1, 1951, 
the time of enforc®ment of the 
ordinance, they would incur 
punishment. 

The other ring police un- 
covered was made up of trained 
espionage agents and specialized 
in smuggling underground 
agents and not goods, 

The discovery of an abandon- 
ed fishing boat, the Kosho 
Maru, at the fishing village of 
Otobe, Nishi-gun, Hokkaido. led 
to raids on 13 places throughout 
Japan early this month. These 
were hideouts and operational 
bases of the second ring. 


Law Violated 


Seven men, five Koreans 
and two Japanese were ap- 
prehended on the charge of 
violating the Foreign Exchange 
Control Law, the: Entry and 
Exit Control Ordinance and 
the Customs Law. 

Silver ingots and greenbacks 
were confiscated but the police 
are looking for “a wireless 
transmitter” alleged to have 
been in the possession of the 
ring. 

The police may ferret out 
evidence of the alleged crimes 
of the two rings. But as long 
as Japan’s long coastlines re- 

virtually unguarded, the 
uprooting of just two rings will 
not affect the situation in 
illicit traffic, 

For patrolling Japan’s shores, 
the Maritime Safety Agency 
has nine ships between 350 to 
700 tons, 22 ships of 450-ton 
type, 25 ships between 270 to 
350 tons and 37 ships between 
100 to 270 tons, making a total 
of 93. The agency also has 2)0 
smaller vessels including 18 
rescue boats and seven fire- 
fighting boats. The grand 
total comes to 303. 

Inadequate Equipment 

Besides these vessels, the 
agency has two Beechcraft 
planes .and seven helicopters. 
The water police also have 
some small patrol boats while 
the police have a number of 
watch posts on land, 

Even if all the equipment 


were devoted to the control of 
smuggling activities, it would 
be far short of requirements to 
seal the coastlines. 

The police have admitted 
that their equipment is only 
adequate enough to catch “the 
head of a huge iceberg.” 

Even with the small fishing 
boats they use, the smugglers 
leave or enter Japan by night 
without trouble, If something 
better than fishing craft became 
available to them, their opera- 
tion would become far easier. 
And there is no assurance that 
this will not happen. 

Despite their inadequate 
equipment, the authorities con- 
cerned could achieve higher 
efficiency - by unifying their 
efforts. But at present, the 
bureaucratic setup is too ramifi- 
ed. The police, the customs, the 
Exit and Entry Control Bureau 
and the Maritime Safety Agency 
are operating with different 
aims. Closer coordination is ac- 
utely needed. 

Only Legal Basis 

And there is no law specifical- 
ly designed to counteract 
espionage activities. The For- 
eign Exchange Control Law, 
the Exit and Entry Control 
Ordinance, the Radio Wave 
Law, which are not principally 
concerned with espionage ac- 
tivities; are the only legal basis 
for police control. 


Once the entrants from North 
Korea arrive in Japan, they 
can hide themselves somewhere 
among the 600,000 Koreans in 
Japan. Though 90 per cent of 
the Koreans are said to be South 
Koreans, it is becoming more 
and more difficult to distinguish 
South Koreans from North Ko- 
reans because of infiltration by 
the latter. 


The illegal entrants somehow 
manage to obtain alien registra- 
tion cards. Some of the cards 
are forged but not all. They 
obtain the cards even by marry- 
ing Japanese and they are ready 
to bribe the officials if the latter 
are amenable. 

It is high time that the Gov- 
ernment did something to 
rectify the situation.

If there are any close friends 
of his who can tell him the 
truth, they should tell him to 
stay at home, that he should 
have Dulles negotiate with the 
allies and refer back to him 
the momentous decisions. These 
he can then make dcliberately, 
in peace and quiet, away from 
the hullabaloo of one of those 
tumultuous international con- 
ferences. A lot is being said 
about how necessary to the fu- 
ture of NATO is the use of the 
President’s prestige. The an- 
swer is that the President’s 
prestige is at least as great here 
as it will be when he gets to 
Paris, and that if he stays here 
his prestige will last longer.

Soviet Intrigue 


Tricks to Foment Crisis

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(INS)—Periodic new saber-rat- 
tling in Moscow against Tur- 
key, accompanied by warnings 
that an invasion of Syria would 
Start a general war, has streng- 
thened the conviction of U.N, 
diplomats that the Soviet Union 
“newer gives up” in its divide 
aid conquer maneuvers. 

Last October, Moscow kept 
the world in turmoli by scream- 
ing war in Syria. Soviet For- 
ei Minister Andrei Gromyko 
built up artificial tension at U.N. 
by naming the date when the 
Turkish general staff—in collu- 
sion with U.S. Pentagon brass— 
would launch the invasion of 
Syria. Nothing happened on 
that date or any other. 


Moscow’s attempt to start 
shooting trouble in the Mideast 
to the detriment of the Western 
powers clearly boomeranged. 
The artificiality and cynicism of 
Moscow’s intrigue and propa- 
ganda seldom has shown 
through so clearly. 

Perhaps + hide a red face, 
Communist Party boss Nikita S, 
Khrushchev has in recent weeks 
seized every opportunity to as- 
sert that the Kremlin has “ir- 
refutable proof” substantiating 
claims that a Turkish-American 
plot existed or the invasion of 
Syria. 

He repeated this allegation 
in a long interview with W3I- 
liam Randolph Hearst Jr., edi- 
tor in chief of the Hearst news- 
papers. Khrushchev §iusisted 
under Hearst questioning that 
President Eisenhower and Sec- 
retary Of State Dulles have “au- 
thentic proof” of this intention 
—meaning they have the inva- 
sion documents in their desks. 

The American publisher re- 
plied that he had asked Dulles 
about this before leaving for 
Moscow and that the Secretary 
of State had denied sucn proof 
existed. Khrushchev answered: 

“If there be such denials, let 
him swear it is not true. We 
will give out to history our 
proof... . we have irrefutable 
proof. We would give it to you 
here and now but we do not 
want to deprive ourselves of 
this materials just now... .” 

What is the truth? Is the So- 
viet assertion partly true that 


+ the Turkish general staff—witn 


or without American knowledge 
—drew up a plan for the inva- 
Sion Of Syria and by moving 
troops into border positions, 
inno- 
cently into a war scare last Oc- 
tober? Or was the busy finger 
of Moscow wholly responsible? 

Highly - placed Western 
sources, accustomed to keeping 
their attention on the ebb and 
flow of critical international ac- 
tivities and events, gave INS 
a version of what they main- 
tained “@eveloped behind the 
scenes and set the stage for the 
Syrian-Turkish crisis. It boils 
down to this: 

When the Soviet Union ear- 
lier this year loaded Syria 
down with arms, the Turkish 
general staff felt duty-bound to 
take defensive measures in 
safeguarding the security of 
Turkey. They placed troops in 
defensive position on the Tur- 
kish-Syrian frontier, presum- 
ably in accordance with a care- 
fully-drafted plan of operations. 
It was in line with the custom- 
ary procedure by any general 
staff under such circumstances.

The Syrians, as Moscow had 
calculated, were immediately 
stampeded into screaming inva- 
sion accusations at the Turks 
and the border crisig materializ- 
ed. Soviet propaganda and 
Gromyko at U.N. neatly whip- 
ped up the crisis to internation- 
al proportions. 

Officially speaking, no diplo- 
mat at U.N. will come out and 
say that this Soviet hoax is 
what touched off the Turkish- 
Syrian invasion crisis. 

But in the private opinion of 
some key men who have first- 
hand knowledge of Soviet in- 
trigue, the doctored plan is the 
document which Khrushchev 
holds up his sleeve for future 

ropaganda war on the U.S. and
